Its 
bill is ',-ery powerful, though thin and long, 
and is perfectly straight, except at the end, 
where it curves sharply with an abrupt dip. 
Tho fe»t are coal black and resemble some- 
what those of the African parrot, but have 
very sharp nails curving almost into fish 
lutrtks. 


Thi.s singular bird is to bo found only on 


the reedy shores of the low lying lakes of 
New Guinea, which are often only immense 
stagnant ponds or marshes. The eggs are 
laid in the slimy, moist earth close to the 
water's edge, and are most beautifully varie- 
gated, being of a rich crimson, dappled with 
blue, gold and white, but are very small and 
perfectly round. The male of tho rpir n'doot 
has no note, but the hen, which is consider- 
ably the larger of tho two, gives a peculiar,

By means of the 
catalogue, or by private inquiry, he will llnd 
what the expenses of the college lire for the 
year. Thera are good colleges In which be

imt; In the harvest field, which will give him 
health; in hawking books, which will show 
him tho country; as waiter in a hotel, or In 
Home chance Job, any one of which will give 
liim a knowledge of the world and business 
libbitsto make his scholarship money avail- 
able for good.

I got Win appointed our candidate and ha 
•to*S first in a competition open to every col- 
lee* i° the British dominions. He went to 
China, rose to be a high mandarin, became 
collector for the whole external revenue of 
China, was appointed by the British govern- 
ment ambassador to China, was made a bar- 
onet by Quean Victoria (Sir Robert Hart), 
established himself a university to give west- 
ern learning to tbe Chinese, and is now ac- 
knowledged to be about the ablest and most 
Influential man In that great empire. 


But this is not tbe best part of my story. 


A few years ago be wrote me, saying: "I 
*we much to you. I believe you have a son 
in Princeton college; let him graduate and 
then tend him out to China, atid I will pro- 
vide for him for life." We d.d not accept 
tlm offer. But I was greatly touched by tbe 
incident. 
' 1 mention these thing* not to gratify any 
personal vanity I may have, but simply to 
encourage young men to cultivate their 
minds. I have spent thirty-six years of my 
life in teaching students. Now when I have 
to cease from this work I have great satisfac- 
tion in writing this paper to stimulate young 
tnen to devote themselves to study and there- 
by seek to rise to position, of usefulness.—

Toljacconized paper Is made 
liy saturating paper with an infusion of to- 
bacco and pressing it in such a way as to pro- 
duce an imitation of the veins of the tobacco 
leaf. Some use has been made of tho fiber of 
tbe stalks of the tobacco plant in producing a 
paper for nil tobacco cigarettes.—Straight 
Tips. 


A \VoiuletTnl Invention. 


The wondrous reel invented by the count is 


still considered the marvelous conquest of 
science. Upon this reel is wound a length of 
silver wire measuring 75,000 metres. 
Tho 


magnetic needles crossing each other in a 
contrary direction are fixed upon the reel 
and suspended by a slender thread. The ap- 
paratus works under glass like a watch, so 
thut no tampering with the mechanism is 
possible. It is mounted, however, on a high 
stuud. Tlie count takes his hold of the two 
conductors, to which aro attached the two 
ends of tho silver thread rolled upon the 
reel, and bids you to order the machine to 
move to right or luft, according to your will. 
Under tills power alone, hitherto misunder- 
stood or underrated—this, the mightiest 
power in tho universe, according to Count 
P., the power of the human will—the ma- 
chine will act without the contact of touch.

America stands first on the list of wheat 


producing countries, and is greatly in tho 
lead in tho production of corn. As compared 
with Russia, tho crop of the United States is 
more than a hundred times greater. In outs,

we exceed Russia by nearly 20 pur cent, 


on the average. The greater part of the 
bread of eastern Europe is made of rye. 
Russia alone raises nearly 700,000,000 bushels 
of rye annually, and the average net harvest 
of all cereals in that country is about 1,100,- 
000,000 Imxhols. 
The production of 
the 


United States reaches annually near 3,000,- 
XW.OOO bushels, or almost three times that of 
Russia. Leaving out the enormous produc- 
tion of com in this country, and the remain- 
ng cereals are only about 100,000,000 bushels 
;reatei- Ihan Russia, tho chief advantage be- 
ng in wheat and oats. Besides th» consump- 
tion of rye by its own inhabitants, Russia 
exports twenty times more of it than the 
Jnited Stntes, eighteen times as many oats, 
and forty timesas much barley.—Minneapolis 
Tribune.

It is not generally known that some of the 


most expensive fur producing animals are 
killed, off the coast of the new state of Wash- 
ington, and it u remailcable that the extent 
of territory where these animals are taken is 
so extremely limited, being only from Da- 
mon's point, at the northern entrance to 
Gray's harbor, up the coast to Point Green 
ville a distance of about twentj four miles 
The animal referred to 13 the sea otter, the 
fur of which is manufactured into the robes

otteji roquiresno plucking of hair or coloring,

forty feet high by taking three slim poles or 
piecos of timber, each about foi ty feet m 
length and bolting them securely together 
at one end for the top they spread them 
about twenty five feet apart at the bottom 
giving the appearance of ahuge tripod These 
are set on the ocean beaeb about midway be- 
tween high and low tides, the foot of the poles 
being imbedded In tho sand from two to throe 
feet Ihe structui e is then thoroughly braced,

An average skin is about five feet long by 


twelve inches wide, double, or, when cut,

The tree was 
burned down some sixteen years ago, and its 
wood was used for fence rolls, shingles, etc. 
There was enough material in the tree to fur- 
nish rails for the fencing of a large Texas 
farm. 


The stump was photographed when five 


horsw, standing abreast, three feet apart, 
and thirty men were upon it. Such a photo 
is nov in possession of the writer and others 
in Hn'ihomlsh. A circle whose diameter is 20 
feet must be 03 feet in circumference and 
contain an area of 814 square feet. The tree 
belon^nng to the big stump was 80 feet in 
height, and its volume was, therefore, 0,374 
cubic feet.
